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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1 . A substitute specification including the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR

contain many instances of awkward and confusing phraseology.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The claim is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hansen. 
Hansen discloses the claimed invention including a step attachment 20 including 

a hand railing component 22. This device is usable with a recreational vehicle and may 
be assembled and disassembled as desired. Note that this device can be used on with 
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a conventional two or three step fold out step arrangement and in such case the step 
attachment 20 can be positioned so as to "go over" the bottom step thereof. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 1/3/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the hand railing of the current invention is purchased 
at any home building supply store and is attached to the step attachment. Hansen 
discloses the claimed invention, as understood, and the hand railing component 22 of 
Hansen is clearly a separate element that is attached to the step attachment 20. In as 
much as the recitation of where the hand railing is purchased appears to be a process 
limitation more than a structural limitation in this apparatus claim, the hand railing 
component of Hansen is capable of being sold at "any home building supply store" as 
broadly as recited and as understood.
